Money Lelt In Town by the Suldler Hoys,
The encampment of the national guard

of the state at Gettysburg I8 pow
broken up. Tuae City Troop which
went through this city on  horse-
back woent home by carn. A Press

correspondent writing from Gettysburg
says : Gottysburg might well bo willing
to have the battlefield made a permanent
oampground. The national guard will
leave the town probably #100,000 richer
than it was., The botels have reaped a
golden barvest, and an astonishing number
of boarding honses have thrown open their
doors to crowds of guosts, Everybody
bus made money. One bootblack at the
Eagle hotel cleared &30 insix days, and
one oarriage driver made $74 above all his
expenses, Men came with their teams to |
Gettysburg from long distances, merely to
drive visitors to and from the vamrgmuml
at a quarter apisce. Two men brought
their cnrriages by rail from Willinmsport.
After a successiul week they sold one
of the carringes at & good price, aond the
four horses will drag the other cairinge 150
miles back to Willamsaport,
The singular thing about all this money
making is that it has beon gathered with -
out exertions, The hotels have not
raised their usaal prices. though they were
compelled to tarn people away from their
doors for lack of room 'The hackmen
have atuok to the established tariff, and
the shopkeepers bave made noeffort to
tnck extra prices on their goods. As an old
residont said : ** Gettysburg is getting to
be a great place for tourists, and wo don't
want to driyp them away by acquiring the
reputation of Niagara Falls."" This absenoe
of all attempt at extortion has probably
been one great reason for the good be
havior of the soldiers in town. At loast
50,000 people huwee vikited Gettysburg
during the past weok, The geueral olficers
aro ull delighted with the epcampment and
ita resulta. T'hoy are uuanimous in opinion
that the national guard was neverso well
uniformed, well drilled, woll disciplined
and well behaved as now. They oontrast
its present eficienoy with its oondition ten
or oven seven yeurs ngo, nud wrgue that
that encampment will go fur to  loovease
the publioc eateem avd respect for the
51151'!1, on whioh its character wust largely
epend.
